The Toronto Empire, Hamilton Spectator 
and other conservative party organs do not 
see anything in the additional charges of 
doodling in Quebec, made by or through the 
Toronto Globe, and think they shotld not be 
investigated by parliament. The charges are 
that $470,000 was stolen from the prov- 
ince of Quebec, while under the Chapleau 
administration, by means of North Shore 
railway contracte handled through Thomas 
McGreevy, a part of which money was used 
for the corruption of the electors of Quebec 
in Dominion elections ; the natural inference 
being that this was the price paid by Cha 
pleau for admission into the federal cabinet. 
That in the elections of 1887 $112,000 was 
supplied by Thomas McGreevy from funds 
stolen from Dominion public works through 
Larkin, Connelly & Co., contractors, for the 
corruption of 28 constituencies, the money 
being handled by Langevinand Caron. If 
the government organs denied these charges 
+ sed tr be said in their favor; but 
, o not deny them. They specifically 
admit their truth, but they an Oe oe res 
of the late J. H. Pope “Ther’ ain’t nothin’ to 
it.” That is, in these transactions no wrong 
was done. If that view is correct, and it may 
be, what is the meaning of the outcry raised 
by these same papers against Mercier for 
having accepted money from the vovtractor 
on the Baie des Chaleurs railway with which 
to corrupt Quebec constituencies—as they 
allege, but has as not been proven or admitted 
-in the interests of the Dominion liberal 
party? Either these papers are dishonest in 
their denunciations of Laurier for having ac- 
cepted or agreed to accept—as they allege— 
Mercier’s stolen money for election purposes, 
or they are dishonest in their assertion that 
there is no cause of offence contained in ex- 
actly parallel conduot within their own party. 
The only alternative is that they are dis- 
honest in both cases. Aside from compari- 
sons, what is to be said in behalf of s party 
that through its recognized organs boldly an- 
nounces that the theft of public money for 
the perversion of the publi: vote is no offence 
against sound public policy. Only one thing 
can be said, and that is that the party never 
was hypocritical, it never claimed to hold 
any other view. True, fér the past few 
months, 1t has suited certain leading lights of 
the party to pose as purists, and to denounce 
their opponents as being as corrupt as the 
worst among their own party, Bad as their 
opponents may be, a very important differ-

om attention to this point, which lies in the 
entre of a vast acreage of their selected 
cen that the shipment of produce 
vhi bh have been, and are still being made 
ben anawered the ever recurring question 
te you grow wheat there,” in the most 
tisfactory manner; tor when wheat from 
Edmonton takes the oP. price in Toronto 
ket as it has done this winter the wheat 
raising capabilities of the district arc 
bsolutely demonstrated. These and other 
Ie r influences seem almost certain to hold 
Edmonton as the first favorite as a field for 
immigration during the coming season. The 
uestion naturally occurs to the old time 
tosident of the district ‘Of what advantage 
is this immigration going to be to me? Will 
it not make hay and pasture and building 
timber scarce; will it not giut the market 
with produce 80 that prices for produce will 
be lower than ever; will it not an injury 
to me rather than a benefit? There is no 
doubt thata large increase in the number 
of settlers in any locality will reduce the 
amount of the common hay and pasttire and 
wood available for each settler, but it will 
not interfere With the rights which the 
settler has on his own claim of 160 or 320 
acres, It will, however, compel him to pro- 
tect his uwn interests on his own property 
which in ordinary Cases are haf woe ae 
ample for his needs it properly han “ ’ ~ 
extraordinary cases, that is where his stoc 
has become too large to be provided for on 
his own claim, it will pay him to do as all 
large holders of cattle do now, whose home 
faras are inthe thickly settled sections of 
the district, that is keep the cattle ata 
ranche in an uneettled part of the country 
where hay and pastureare still abundant. To 
ut the matter sbortly,close sett! ement will 
ptt peuple to be forehanded,andprovident, 
which qualities are the real sources of com- 
fort, prosperity and wealth. As to mlutting 
the market with produce, it may be we 
to remember that once the railroad te here, 
ve are governed in prices by the markets of 
the world, Though we raised only ten 
bushels of wheat in the whole settlement the 
rice would be very little higher than it is 
how for it could be brought in so cheaply 
if anyone wanted it. On the other hand 
though we raised a willion bushels the price 
would be no lower, because, the market of 
the world ig now open to us,the world wants 
our produce, and whether we raised one 
million or ten million bushels it would have 
no appreciabie effect in glutting the market. 
Indeed the more we raised the better the 
price would be,for there would be more buy- 
ers and therefore more competition in buy- 
ing; there being more business to be done the 
railroads would give better rates than where 
the business does not amount to much; new 
and shorter routes would be opened in order 
to do the business to better advantage; and 
even there might.be railway competition.

I all 63,028 acres wore disposed of at auc- 
tion during the series of sales of government 
schvol lands in Manitoba, reahging the sum 
of $431,486 or an average price of $7.96 per 
acre. This was, therefore, the most profit- 
able sale of school lands ever held in the pro- 
vince, as in the sale of 1888, when 20,000 
acres were disposed of, the average price ob- 
tainec was under $7 per acre, In many in- 
stances this year school lands brought as high | 
as $10 per acre, while none were aold at less | 
than the upeet price of $5 per acre, which 
was fixed by experte who valued the lands 
before they were advertised for sale, The 
highest averaye was $9.82 per acre realized 
by the Glewboro sale. In all cases the lands 
were gold actual settlers for the purposes 
of cultivation, not an acre having fallen into 
the hands of land speculators. No doubt the 
ev ¢ price paid forthe whole eile would 
have been more than $7.06 had it net been 
that there were squatters on several echool 
sections, against whom aeettlers would not 
bid, and who, seapnapenty were usually able 
to nold on to their y paying simply | 
the upect price of $6 per acre.

COMMON INTERESTS. 
Nothing reminds us mere clearly of the 
relief from ourformer isolation by the advent 
of the railway than the matches and return | 
matches in baseball, football and curling | 
played since August last between Edmonton — 
and Calgary. Althotyh some of the adyan- | 
taves expected from the railway have as yet | 
failed to materialize, we have received others | 
§ upon which we did not count, and this is one 
of them—that for purposes of recreation, | 
sport or pleasure, We Can now, at very little 
expense of loss of time, essociate with ~od 
fellow citige: sin other parts of the North- 
west. This may not Uring any immediate 
cash return, and yet by giving us the oppor- 
tuni y o compare our knowledge and views of 
matters and things generally with the know- 
ledge and views of others, and consequently 
to increase our knowledge and ame:d our 
views, a valuable material udvantage is gain- 
ed. We may ev M yo so far as to hope that 
this advantage will be mutual; and that the 
mutual prejudice of isolation forinerly exist- 
‘og will be lost in the knowledge of the com- 
wunity of business interest which actually 
prevails, Rivalry is all righc up to a certain 
point, bat when rivalry becomes mere jea- 
lousy it is all wrong. Hitherto there has 
been tov much of the spirit of jealousy be: 
tween the different sections of the North- 
west. Exhibited not in legitimate and laud: 
able cndeavors to inercase the advantages of 
the several sections and te place those advan- 
taxes prominently and ‘attractively before 
the country atlarge; but in belittling the 
advantages and attractions of rival sections 
of the country, forgetting that it requires 
the whole of the Northwest to be as good as 
itein be if any particular part or section is 
tu amount to very much. If only one or two 
counties in a province are good property in 
those good counties is not nearly as valuable 
as if every county in the proyince was equal- 
ly$good. What is true regarding a country 
is doubly true regarding a town or city, A 
'own can ouly be a town if there is plenty of 
country populativn behind it. Ther-fore,
